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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 6-9 and 1 1 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention and species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on May 15, 2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-5, 15, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The phrases "temperature independent" and "without regard to temperatureof 
the neutral electrode" lack support in the disclosure as originally filed. The term "temperature" 
does not appear in the original disclosure. As such, the meaning of the phrases is not distinctly 
defined (i.e., what temperature is being referenced; temperature of the electrode, of the body, 
etc.). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 13, 14, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Fleenor et al (6,544,258). Applicant's attention is directed to Figure 22 as detailed 
at column 27, line 13+. The reference electrode is adapted to apply heat to the underlying body 
portion. It includes a substance containing heated fluid. The label "temperature independent" 
preceding the means clause fails to patently limit the set forth function of the means. As to 
claims 13-15, claim 13 only positively recites an HF generator since it is for use with a neutral 
electrode in lieu of being with a neutral electrode. Therefore, a combination of the generator and 
electrode is not set forth. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fleenor et al 
(6,544,258) in view of Geddes et al (4,387,714). The addition of a conductive gel to improve 
contact with the body portion is well known in the art as disclosed by Geddes et al. Given this 
teaching, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to add such a gel to the electrode of 
Fleenor et al for such a purpose since a predictable result would ensue. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 26, 2009 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In light of the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 rejections supra, the rejections over Fleenor et al are 
still deemed to be proper. Further, attempting to define what temperature independent and 
without regard to temperature of the neutral electrode encompass without having actually defined 
such phraseology in the original disclosure lacks merit. One skilled in the art needs to be able to 
review the specification and know precisely what is defined by the term "means." Applicant 
needs to claim exactly what is supported in the specification. Accordingly, the rejections are still 
deemed to be proper. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 16 is allowed. 

Claims 13 and 14 would be allowed upon claiming the generator in combination with the 
electrode. 

Drawings

feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the HF generator must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.
